Adelaide City continued its charge up the PSL ladder with an impressive win 
against Footscray at Olympic Park last Sunday 


City has now gone unbeaten for six 
matches, the last five without conceding a 
goal. 

Footscray had the best of the early ex¬ 
changes with former Socceroo Peter OUer- 
ton in a threatening mood in front of goal. 
However brilliant goalkeeping by Peter 
Marshall frustrated two of OUerton’s accu¬ 
rate headers. 

Dixie Deans broke the deadlock in the 
fifth minute when he rammed home a cross 
from John Nyskohus to notch his seventh 
goal for the season. 

From that point City applied the pres¬ 
sure with devastating breakaways that con¬ 
tinually exposed the Footscray defence. 

Footscray ‘keeper Dennis Boland proved 
to be the only obstacle between City and a 
bonus point, pulling off two amazing point 
blank saves from John Perin piledrivers.

Deans should have made it 2-0 after 55 
minutes but his header from a Kent cross 
crashed against the bar. 

In fact, the bar seemed to be Foots¬ 
cray’s savior from a hiding. Jim Muir, up for 
a Muniz corner, rapped the woodwork with 
a bullet-like header that had Boland beaten 
then, after 65 minutes, a build-up started 
at the back by Muir and finished by Nysko¬ 
hus. 

Nyskohus made amends eight minutes 
later when he pounced on a defensive enor 
by Jim Kondarios, who had lost his footing 
in an aerial duel with Deans. 

Nyskohus, after watching more difficult 
chances go begging, did it easily by side¬ 
stepping Boland and tapping the ball into an 
empty net from an acute angle. 

Foots Cray’s flagging chances were com¬ 
pounded by the loss of defender Jovicic 
who was sent off 27 minutes from the end 
after a physical confrontation with City’s 
aggressive fullback Glenn Dods. 


Bugsy Nyskohus emerged as the undis¬ 
puted man of the match after another su¬ 
perb gutsy display in defence. 

City are now in fifth place and a repeat 
performance today could see them squeeze 
into the top four - something they haven’t 
enjoyed for more than 12 months.

Dynamic Argentinian striker Mario Kempes and Liverpool’s Kenny Dalglish have 
been voted Player of the Year of their respective continents. 


Kempes (pictured in a heated moment) 
was a unanimous choice as South Ameri¬ 
ca’s top player following his great perform¬ 
ance for Argentinia during last year’s World 
Cup finals. 



Not only was he the tournament’s top 
scorer with six goals, but received the best 
player award and struck the two winners in 
the final against unlucky Holland. 

Runners-up in the voting were Kempes’ 
national team-ihate, goalkeeper Ubaldo 
Fillol and Brazil’s stylish midfielder Dirceu. 

Scottish international Dalglish has so far 
netted 24 times for Liverpool and could 
break the 30-goal barrier with four rounds 
to go. He has been in devastating form this 
season and it didn’t come as a surprise to 
see him elected England’s Player of the 
Year. 

Tottenliam’s Argentinian import Osvaldo 
Ardiles was voted second with Arsenal’s 
Liam Brady a close third. Ardiles also man¬ 
aged to scrape into the South American top 


10 players. 

In some respects it really has been 
Kempes’ year. Apart from his World Cup 
triumphs, he is beginning to find the net 
with a great deal more regularity with his 
Spanish club, Valencia. He was Spain’s 
top goalscorer with 28 in 1977-78 and is 
well on the way to repeating the perform¬ 
ance. 

A virtual unknown until he marched to 
glory with the Gauchos, Kempes is now 
worth a conservative $4 million - not to 
mention the royalties pouring into his bank 
account through countless endorsements 
ranging from bubble gum to cakes and foot¬ 
balls! 

But the shy and polite Kempes has re¬ 
mained unaffected by all the commotion 
that has swept around him. 

‘I’m still the same person as before,’ he 
says. ‘But it’s hard to stay sane with all this 
going on around you. The Press are on my 
back all the time and business deals take 
longer to set up.’ 

While the topsy-turvy world of football 
is only now being kind to Kempes, there 
were the rough times when it wasn’t. Like 
in 1974 when he went goaless in six World 
Cup games and vowed never to play inter¬ 
national football again. He changed his 
mind when Cesar Menotti landed the job as 
manager — the man who subsequently de¬ 
manded he get rid of what looked like be¬ 
coming a traditional flowing moustache. 

‘Get rid of that moustache. You won’t 
score goals with it,’ ordered Menotti. 
Kempes obliged and the rest is now history.

With six days to kick-off, FA Cup fever has already swept England. The final 
between Arsenal and Manchester United promises to be a classic in every sense. 


Both clubs are drenched with tradition 
and distinction and aren’t strangers to the 
terraces of Wembley around Cup time. 




It will be United’s third Cup final in 
four years and their first since beating 
Liverpool 2-1 back in 1977. Arsenal went 
to Wembly last year as ruling favourites 
but watched Ipswich take the Cup when it 
seemed all but theirs. 

Arsenal have had to wait eight years 
since their last triumph (decided after extra 
time) and manager Terry Neill firmly bc- 
Ueves this has to be the year. 

If there’s one person who could dictate 
the trend, it’s Northern Ireland internation¬ 
al midfielder Liam Brady. 

At his peak - and he’s at that stage 


right now — Brady can be one of the most 
destructive players in the game. He reads 
the game with great cunning, is a masterful 
ball-player but, above all, has the capability 
to create the impossible. 

‘If Brady fires, we’re halfway there,’ 
Neill says with a degree of confidence that 
is almost unbecoming of the man. 

Then there’s the moody Malcolm Mc¬ 
Donald who has experienced the despair of 
walking the steps three times to collect a 
loser’s medal. The burly striker has been 
fighting a battle to regain form since a knee 
operation threatened his career late last 
year. 

Like Arsenal, United have been forced 
to rebuild in recent years from the ashes of 
past glories. 

They ousted Liverpool with such aggres¬ 
sive confidence in the semi-final replay that 
they go in early favourites. 

What is in their favour is that it isn’t 
the youthful and technically immature side 
that won the Cup two years ago. Manager, 
Dave Sexton has blended talent with ex¬ 
perience through the signings of Scots 
Gordon McQueen and Joe Jordan, and 
Mickey Thomas. 

There’s also the rugged strength of 
versatile Brian Greenhoff, his brother Jim¬ 
my and quicksilver winger Steve Coppell. 
Together they pose a distinct element of 
danger that can tear the heart out of any 
team. 

The final will be televised live on ABC- 
TV on Saturday night at 11.10 pm.

PLAYER PROFILE 


Ace midfielder Gary Marocchi has a 
score to settle with Socceroo coach 
Rudi Guttendorf. He wants to prove 
he’s good enough for a place in the 
national squad. 

The past 12 months have been painful 
for Marocchi and his confidence and mor¬ 
ale have suffered considerably. 

An ankle injury against St. George last 
season cut short a brief period as Aus¬ 
tralian captain and the chance for Mar¬ 
occhi to display his class. 

The injury is believed to have aggri- 
vated his knee and Marocchi was forced to 
undergo two operations within weeks of 
each other. 

He consequently missed the bulk of 
pre-season training for 1979 yet slowly but 
surely, he’s fighting to get back at the top. 

it was my first serious injury and it 
couldn’t have come at a worse time,’ he 
said. 

‘Everything was going well. I had a regu¬ 
lar place in the Adelaide City team and I 
was selected captain of Australia. 

‘The injury really left me out in the cold 
and now it has made it even harder for me 
to get a game.’ 

While Marocchi’s ego suffered, he didn’t 
allow the setbacks to break his fighting 
spirit. 

Since the operations to his knee and 
ankle, he has worked on his own in the club 
gynmasium and at the Adelaide Sports 
Sciences Clinic to get his body back to its 
peak. 

‘It has been a very frustrating time but 
they’re the breaks you have to expect,’ he 
calmly explained. ‘It could have been 
worse.’ 

Everything seems to be falling back into 
place now. The cloud of doubt that hung 
over his future is gone and he’s bursting 
with enthusiasm. 

‘It’s any soccer player’s dream to play in 
the World Cup and I want to be around 
come 1982,’ he says. 

Marocchi joined Adelaide City from 
Perth’s Azzurri club at the start of the 1977 
PSL season.

A WOMANS VIEW 

Barbara Rasic is deeply involved in the game of soccer. She has no choice - the game has 
been her life since she met and married Adelaide City manager-coach Rale Rasic. 

Becauuse of Rale’s total professional committment, Barbara, vivacious mother to Dani- 
ella 11, and Simon 8, has had to make many sacrifices. 

Today, it’s no longer a new ball game for her to expect Rale home at unusual hours or 
be unable to spend as much time with his family as he would like. 

It’s a price she knew she would have to pay but, as she calmly puts it, ‘Wives or girl¬ 
friends of players in any sport need to accept the demanding lifestyle and be patient and 
supportive. 

‘I guess the only times we are able to see more of our menfolk is when we attend match¬ 
es or become involved in club activities.’ 

It is because of her involvement that Barbara has been able to understand the enormous 
pressures thrust upon her husband and his players, especially during Australia’s 1974 World 
Cup campaign. 

Barbara Rasic is no different to any spectator and holds her own views on the game. 
She doesn’t like abusive or violent spectators or those kinds of supporters who lose enthu¬ 
siasm when the team is having a bad trot. 

‘Supporters should get behind their team, win, lose or draw. It is when they are down 
their encouragement is most needed,’ she said. 

The Rasic family lived in Sydney for eight years before making the move to Adelaide 
earlier this year. 

Comparisons are inevitable but Barbara believes the attitude and atmosphere at City are 
unique or, as she describes it, ‘fantastic’, and wholeheartedly supports the club’s policy of 
allowing children to accompany their parents at social functions. 

When duty calls, Barbara Rasic is at the ready. Along with members of the Women’s 
committee, Barbara braved the elements during the Philips Cup match against West Adel¬ 
aide to help sell the match programme.

Versatility was his greatest asset as a 
sportsman. Not only was he an accomp¬ 
lished Aussie Rules player and cyclist but 
he could just about play in any position on 
the soccer field . . . and, what’s more, he 
did! 

There were countless occasions his per¬ 
ception and skills saved Juventus at the 
back and his bullet-like shooting won 
games. 

Indeed, you could always have counted 
on Nilo when the chips were down. In a 
match against Hellas in 1967 Nilo snatched 
victory with a startling hat-trick and, in his 
last game with the club in 1970, he came to 
the rescue in the dying moments when the 
team was 2-0 down. 

When the great Manchester United side 
hammered S.A. 5-1, Nilo helped prevent an 
even bigger masacre by nullifying the bril¬ 
liant Dennis Law. 

United had come to Australia fresh after 
their League and European Cup triumphs 
and boasted an array of talented footballers 
that included Law, George Best, Bobby 
Charlton and Nobby Styles. 

The local part-timers were no match 
for the skilful tourists but Rusalen cared 
little for reputations, especially that of the 
wily Scot, Law. 

‘I'hoy came at us from the start. I had ii 


from that bone-crunching game Aus- 
great Nilo Rusalen. 

lump in my throat when I saw Law score 
with the first ball he touched. 

‘I realised how good he was in the air 
and concentrated on that to keep him from 
being effective. 

‘He was a great player and easily the best 
I’ve ever come up against.’ 

Nilo made 17 State appearances, includ¬ 
ing six as skipper. He had one season for Pan 
Hellenic in N.S.W. in which he was selected 
for that State and the Australian squad of 
1963. 

He joined Juventus in 1957 and played 
for 12 seasons before moving to Polonia, 
Elizabeth and finally as player-coach of 
Croatia. 

A player life member, Nilo believes the 
Juventus sides of 1959, 63 and 67 were the 
best he played in. 

‘We had good all-round players and I 
reckon any one of those teams would give 
today’s PSL teams a lot of curry,’ he firmly 
states. 

‘I don’t think the standard in play is 
that much different from those days.* 

Nilo was also something of a gentleman 
during his long and colourful career. He was 
never suspended. 

‘It was something I learned through play¬ 
ing Aussie Rules. You had to accept any de¬ 
cision made, oven if it may have Ixson a mls-

There was a very fundamental thing I learnt from going to an Aussie Rules 
match a fortnight ago. The coaches of both codes aren’t really all that different 
in their approach and attitude towards players. 

I visited the Norwood Football club when they played West Torrens at Norwood Oval 
and 1 must pay tribute to the club and their coach Bob Hammond for the way they admin¬ 
ister its affairs. 

In Victoria, Aussie Rules is now a super-efficient business and I believe Norwood is one 
club heading in a similar direction. 

The game may be different from ours altogether but the same basics do apply with 
facilities, player preparation and theoretical motivation both before and after a game. 

Watching Bob Hammond address his players certainly changed my views on the attitudes 
of Aussie Rules coaches. 




Down at Norwood, the days when a coach hurled insults and abuse at his players as a 
last resort for motivation are gone. Hammond’s approach is direct, dignified and respectful. 
I’m sure it is an attitude that generates much mutual respect between the players and the 
coach. 

Don’t get me wrong. It used to happen in soccer, too. But I certainly hope those days 
of treating players like insubordinate children are past us, not only at senior level, but jun¬ 
ior level as well. 

I’m a firm believer that respect encourages loyalty and strong-willed determination in the 
long run. Four letter words may fire you up for a brief period but once you forget, your 
concentration lapses. 


Players shouldn’t be bullied or punished with threats. Simple psycliology is what I think 
is needed. 


Soccer spectators should take note, too. If some had any respect for players and offi¬ 
cials, we would not have had the scenes that happened after the Adelaide City/West Adel¬ 
aide Philips Cup fixture. 


I abhor hooliganism and do not wish to see our great game deteriorate to the stage in 
England and Europe where ‘cages’ have to be erected around grounds to keep fans from the 
pitch.

Inter Milan toasted their first championship in years last weekend when they 
easily disposed of Catanzaro. 


With only two rounds remaining Milan are 
four points clear of the undefeated pro¬ 
vincials Perugia and hold a commanding 
goal difference. 

Just when it seemed Milan was in a 
slump they found a new lease of life in the 
last three rounds to net six goals in con¬ 
vincing fashion. 

They met little resistance against Catan¬ 
zaro and led by three goals before Catan¬ 
zaro’s midfielder Antonelli was able to pull 
back a goal a minute from full time. His 
low drive gave Milan’s veteran keeper 
Albertosi (pictured above blocking a shot 
from Juve’s Cuccureddu) no chance. 

Again it was the dominance of veteran 
Gianni Rivera who steered Milan to a de¬ 
cisive victory. He instigated all three goals 
with a series of brilliant set pieces that had 
the Catanzaro defence reeling. 

Now aged 35, Rivera indicated after the 
match that he was contemplating hanging 
up his boots at the end of the season.
